W. H. Haysom Speaks At Convention 


Presentation To John L. Lewis At 
U.M.W.A. Convention At Calgary 


An oil painting of Mt. Eisen¬ 
hower in Banff National Park was 
presented by District 18, United 
Mine Workers of America, to John 
L. Lewis, international president 
of the union at 4 dinner in his 
honor last night at Calgary. Angus 
Morrison, secretary of the district, 
made the presentation. 

Mr. Lewis addressed the district 
UMW of A/ convention Monday 
and will leave Calgary Wednesday 
for Chicago. He arrived from the 
Pacific Northwest Friday. This-is 
his first visit to District 18. 

In a short address Mr. Lewis 
said all of the officers of District IS 
“have an unexcelled record of ac¬ 
complishment.” He invited good 
representation from the district at 
the international convention m 
Atlantic City in October. 

“There are no stresses or strains 
in our organization,” he said, “no 
factional warfare, no confusion. 
Delegates to the international con¬ 
vention will receive a strict ac¬ 
counting of their officers’ steward¬ 
ship I am sure they will express 
confidence in that stewardship 
and instruct the officers to go for¬ 
ward.” 

NEW WAGE POLICIES 
Main business of the convention 
is to work out new wage policies. 
Committees will be set up to meet 


with the mine operators and their 
committees to work out new agree¬ 
ments. That should take place in 
a fevf days, officials said. At that 
time a joint press committee will 
be set up by the union and the 
operators. No information on the 
union’s demands or the progress of 
negotiations will be given out until 
it is functioning. 

Tom Uphill, of Fernie, BC, and 
a member of the union for 40 years 
said the United Mine Workers of 
America, doing the most hazard¬ 
ous and arduous work under the 
most obnoxious conditions were in 
the vanguard of all legislative 
labor reforms in both Canada and 
the United States. “They know 
what they want and how to get it,” 
he said. 

E. E. Roper, editor and pub¬ 
lisher of the district magazine, 
said he saw in the jurrent con¬ 
vention “an opportunity to bring 
the great wings of the trade union 
movement together again.” 

W. H. Haysom, of Coleman, 
member for 43 years, also spoke 
briefly. 

Coleman delegates attending the 
convention include local president 
Wm. White, secretary - treasurer 
Mack Stigler, John Ramsay and 
John McNeil. Mr. Wm. Haysom, 
while not a delegate, is also at¬ 
tending the convention.

Coleman’s first Crowview Rodeo 
was an outstanding success from 
the moment the qolorful parade 
started wending its way along 
main street until the last wild 
horse had been saddled and headed 
down the enclosure towards the 
judges. An estimated 3,500 to 4,000 
spectators sat thrilled throughout 
the afternoon as man and beast 
fought furiously for supremacy, 
one over the other, and applauded 
the feats of daring horsemanship 
that was witnessed time and again. 

Frank Duce, of Cardston, won 
the All-Round cowboy honor with 
cash winnings amounting to 
$184.50. His closest rival was 
Wally Lindstron, of Airdrie, with 
winnings totaling $174.25. Duce, in 
addition to his cash prizes won the 
handsome leather chaps, donated by 
Bellevue Inn, for the best All 
Round Cowboy. 

PARADE 

A cloudless sky from which 
shone a brilliant sun gave a per¬ 
fect setting for the Rodeo. Crowds 
three and four deep lined the 
gayly decorated main street as the 
time approached for the start of 
the parade Much time, effort and 
money were in evidence as the 
colorful parade wended its way 
towards West Coleman and back. 

The parade was led by two 
RCMP in scarlet tunics followed 
by the flags of the Allied Nations, 
each flag being carried aloft by a 
descendant of the respective na¬ 
tion. The 50-piece Michel-Natal 
nbad, in which three Coleman 
bandsmen took part, followed play¬ 
ing snappy marching tunes. Then 
followed decorated bicycles, and 
tricycles. His Worship the Mayor 
and his council followed in an open 
Packard car. Next came the Old 
Timers float seating approximately 
twenty old timers of forty years 
or more. They were given a good 
hand. The new fire truck followed, 
splendid in its bright red paint 
which shimmered in the sun. Cole¬ 
man Cadet Corps with six young 
cadets with rifles came next 
followed in turn witj, the forestry 
truck depicting a forest scene.

The Rodeo started shortly after 
1:30 p.m. amid an address of wel¬ 
come from Mayor Aboussafy, and 
a march past down the arena by 
the girls carrying the flags of 
Allied Nations, Michel-Natal band 
and the contestants themselves. 

Herman Linder, Rodeo director, 
then took charge and the bucking 
brones were soon charging from 
their pens one after the other and 
throwing some of the more inex- 
perieced riders, they summersault¬ 
ing high into the air. 

The horses appeared big and 
heavy and at the start were throw¬ 
ing most of the riders high, wide 
and handsome. However the cow¬ 
boys soon started to ride ’em and 
the battle for supremacy was on.

Agreement Expiree Next Month 

Rumblings Of Strike As Miners 
Move For Increased Pay 


•(Lethbridge Herald) 

Coal miners throughout the 
three western provinces are now 
waiting to learn how large a wage 
increase their union officials are 
going to demand at forthcoming 
negotiations with colliery opera¬ 
tors. At the same time many of 
the miners are also pondering over 
the possibility of a strike develop¬ 
ing out of the coming wage de¬ 
mands. 

Several weeks age, it is learned, 
officials of the United Mine Work¬ 
ers of America in District 18, 
which covers Alberta, British * 
Columbia and Saskatchewan, 
served notice on colliery operators 
that they wished to reopen their 
working agreement and seek in¬ 
creased wages due to the highest 
cost of living. 

EXPIRES NEXT MARCH 
The agreement does not expire 
until the end of next March. 

Shortly after receiving the not¬ 
ice, colliery operators met to ex¬ 


change their views and discuss 
their stand regarding the new 
wage demands. 

The wage question was also to 
receive special attention at this 
week's district convention of the 
UM of A in Calgary and expecta¬ 
tions of miners were that the size 
of the increase in wages to be de¬ 
manded would be set at the con¬ 
vention. 

While there had been no official 
indication of the size of the de¬ 
mands, talk in several Alberta 
coal mining fields in recent months 
has been that miners would demand 
an increase of $1 per day. There 
has also been a suggestion that 
miners might ask for$2 a day in¬ 
crease, “following the plan of 
asking for a lot but being willing 
to settle for less.” 

According to the talk in some 
fields, miners have given some dis¬ 
cussion to the possibility of stag¬ 
ing a strike this fall to secure 
higher wages if the increases are 
not granted otherwise.

It appears to be no secret that 
Coleman’s first Crow View Rodeo 
failed to make much mohey. At 
least not to the amount antici¬ 
pated. The reason appears to be 
directly connected with the ticket 
selling system. No individual is to 
blame, it is just a case that the 
system employed proved inade¬ 
quate for the occasion. 

Despite the fact that a large 
staff was employed it was not 
sufficient to plug every gap 
through which poured many 
spectators. Spectators, running in¬ 
to the hundreds, failed to be sold 
and that was revenue lost. 

There were others, however, who 
absoultely refused to buy a ticket 
and went so far as threatening 
physical violence to the ticket 
seller who accosted them. What 
manner of men are they? 

Here was a group of men who 
during the past three months had 
spent time, energy and money in 
order to sponsor a show which 
would publicize the town, give 
citizens of southern Alberta a 
splendid day’s entertainment and 
raise funds to start a Civic Centre 
fund for the town of Coleman. 
They had done this gratis, in fact 
all committee members bought ad¬ 
mission tags into the field. Yet 
some men refused to buy a ticket 
to see this 'big show. When one 
knows the work involved to stage

such a show it is hard to believe 
that anyone would bo low enough 
to attend the show and refuse to 
pay an admittance tee. How was 
the show’s expenses to be paid? 
How were the competing cowboys 
to be paid? The answers to these 
questions were not the concern of 
these chisillers and they proved it 
by brushing past the ticket seller 
and into the grounds. 

FENCE REQUIRED 

The only solution, as we see it, 
to the difficulty, is the erection of 
a fence. We realize the cost and 
huge labor job involved, but if this 
Rodeo is to be a civic project then 
the citizens will have to lend a 
hand with the fence’s erection. It 
is quite possible the entire cost 
of such a fence could have been 
paid by the number of persons who 
gained free admittance to Satur¬ 
day’s show. 

It has been suggested that the 
Rodeo committee inquire into the 
purchase of an internment camp 
fence and supports. That is a good 
idea and inquiry should be made. 

Once a fence has been placed 
around the grounds admission 
gates could be set up and if any¬ 
one refused to pay then he failed 
to gain entry into the grounds. To 
see that no vandalism took place 
during the show a group of riders 
could be employed to ride around 
the outside of the grounds con¬ 
stantly during the life of the 
show.

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Farm Problems In Britain 


MORE THAN A YEAR has passed since tffe war in Europe ended. At 
that time there was expectation of an early relaxation of wartime controls 
and of other demands which had been made on the people because of the 
urgent needs of the times. World conditions, however, have been slow to 
improve, and in the case of food the situation has become increasingly 
critical. Farmers everywhere are being called upon to help in this emerg¬ 
ency, and there has been little relief for them from the pressure of the 
war years. A recent article published by the British Ministry of Informa¬ 
tion tells of the ways in which farmers in Britain are being called upon to 
meet the present food situation. The article says in part: “In wartime 
the food policy in the United Kingdom aimed to provide as adequate a 
diet as possible for the human population, while restricting to the maximum 
extent practicable the strain upon merchant shipping tonnage. In carry¬ 
ing out that policy, it was essential that there be full control of supplies 
at every stage from producer to consumer. Thus the utilization of land, the 
proportion of grass and tillage, the crops grown, the disposal of crops, pur¬ 
chases of feeding-stuffs, and the marketing and slaughter of livestock were 
all brought under strict control.”

The maximum proportion of tailings and screenings which 
could be used by the producer was fixed by law. Farmers were not only 
forbidden to feed to their livestock any crops suitable for human consump¬ 
tion, but were also forbidden to sell either bread grain or fodder to any 
purchasers other than merchants approved by the Ministry of Food. These 
sales of fodder grains, together with the oilseed cakes, wheat offals, and 
other by-products of oilseeds and grain imported for human consumption, 
constituted a pool out of which supplies were rationed to essential live¬ 
stock. This resulted in drastic decreases in the numbers of pigs and poul¬ 
try kept by farmers, but it also allowed increased grain supplies for human 
consumption. With peace came two main relaxations; the abolition of 
compulsory directions fojr wheat growing, and an increased allocation of 
foodstuffs for pigs and poultry. But, now, a year after the end of the war 
in Europe, Britain has re imposed or is about to reimpose both of these 
restrictions.

On the basis of one insurance com¬ 
pany's experience, almost a quarter 
of all automobile accidents could be 
prevented by elimination of one bad 
habit of drivers. A study of 3,500 
accidents, summarized in the Weekly 
Underwriter, showed that about 
quarter of them resulted from fail¬ 
ure to reduce speed properly in 
proaching blind intersections 
streets and highways.

LONDON.—Great Britain’s tourist 
Industry is facing the tremendous 
task of rehabilitation with confidence 
and considerable restraint. Because 
it is a task that will take some time 
Britain is not inviting a flow of 
tourist traffic before 1947, and the 
slogan for the industry now is “Come 
to Britain next year and not this.” 

Those who must visit England in 
1946 for business or other compell¬ 
ing reasons, and who can get ship¬ 
ping or plane space, will be welcome 
to the best the country can give. 
However, only in the spirit of hos¬ 
pitality will this reach pre-war 
standards. Food and housing accom¬ 
modations are still on an austerit/' 
basis, though somewhat improcved 
over wartime standards. 

While British hotel men are re¬ 
building the 24,000 hotels and licensed 
houses destroyed or damaged by 
bombing, and reconditioning those 
buildings requisitioned by the Gov¬ 
ernment and its Allies, they are 
planning to rebuild as well the spirit 
and pace and the conveniences with 
which they catered to visitors. They 
have become aware mainly through 
the GI who was stationed here dur¬ 
ing the war of the potentialities of 
the tourist traffic. And they have 
learned from him what pre-war tour¬ 
ists could have told them—that they 
were not satisfied with old-world 
plumbing and the slow methods of 
waiters, chambermaids and bellboys. 

It is popularly supposed that Eng¬ 
lish cooking will remove any appetite 
at a glance and that watery brus- 
sels sprouts are the only vegetables 
cooked here. That is not true, but 
it was true that too often visitors to 
England were confronted with meals 
that did not reflect credit on the 
cooks. That is one of the things that 
will be improved in the future.

NEW YORK. — The business ot 
molding the world of tomorrow will 
be transferred to the original site of 
“the World Of Tomorrow”—the old 
world’s fair grounds — when the 
United Nations general assembly 
moves to its interim home in Flush¬ 
ing Meadow Park in September. 

On a portion of the 1,200-acre 
tract - where 45,000,006 sightseers 
gape<Pat the wonderous things to 
come, delegates from the 51 United 
Nations will be striving for a peace¬ 
ful world to put them in. At the 
moment, all that’s left of the wonders 
is an overgrown wasteland of tangled 
shrubs and 'bushes covering the 
former gay, fluorescent-lighted fair¬ 
grounds. 

The U.N. area centres around the 
New York City Building, filled with 
municipal exhibits during the fair, 
and later turned into two mammoth 
ice and roller skating rinks. 

From the front of the building 
delegates will look down what used 
to be the fountain-lined Constitution 
Mall, and straight over to the spot 
where millions marveled at the 
nightly fire and waterworks displays 
in the Lagoon of Nations. The Court 
of Peace, with its impressive inter¬ 
secting colored searchlights, is no 
more, and the League of Nations 
Building, as well as the others, has 
been torn down. 

Some 300 workmen are getting the 
City Building and a surrounding area 
about 1,200 feet in radius, in shape 
for the U.N. 

Symbolically, the ground now be¬ 
ing smoothed from tangled grass to 
velvet-smooth fawns and flower beds 
includes the “time capsule” buried 
during the fair to give future gen¬ 
erations an idea of what we were 
like. 

The U.N. will meet just a few hun¬ 
dred yards from the spot where 
10 ,000,000 - volt electric lightning 
flashes were produced for the awe 
of fairgoers, and within the vicinity 
that boasted such wondrous sights 
as television demonstrations, the

Attractive Garments 

LONDON.—Frills, furbelows, pleats, 
pockets and buttons will soon bedeck 
British women's clothing once more, 
relieving the wartime austerity de¬ 
signs. 

It will be autumn or winter before 
the new goods reach the shops. 

Price-controlled utility coats, cos¬ 
tumes and frocks will be slightly 
more expensive due to the extra 
working hours involved on non¬ 
austerity styles. The increase will 
be approximately 15 per cent, on 
each garment. 

Austerity regulations, first intro¬ 
duced in 1942, limited the number 
of pleats, buttons and pockets on any 
one garment, and stopped the use of 
frills, lace sequins and all kinds of j 
trimming. The object was to save 1 
material and labor. 

Austerity restrictions have also j
